WO MONTHS AGO PREMIER 
Bennett was given an unques- 
tionable mandate to govern British 
Columbia. He seems_to interpret it 
now as a mandate to govern Canada. 
It is to be doubted, however, that 
the people of this province, in elect- 
ing him, expected that he .would 
spend much of his time and most of 
his genius in obstructing the business 
of.another government in Ottawa. 

It is also to be doubted that the 
people intended that Attorney-Gen- 
eral Bonner should devote his talents 
mainly to what is now called ‘“mas- 
terminding” a Social Credit march 
on Ottawa. 

But that program, finally blue- 
printed in detail at last wéek’s Social 
Credit converition in Vancouver, will 
be no surprise to anyone who has fol- 
lowed the career of Mr. Bennett from 
the beginning. His destination has 
always been Ottawa. Victoria has 
been for him nothing more than a 
whistle-stop and British Columbia a 
preliminary guinea pig in a great 
new economic experiment which, on 
examination, turns out to be the old 
theory of inflation. 

The Social Credit convention was 
chiefly significant for its disregard 
of Social. Credit. No one but a few 
humble believers in the back of the 
hall ever mentions nowadays the 
equations of Major Douglas, the A 
plus B Theorem, the Just Price and 
the other shiny gadgets of the orig- 
ina! doctrine, and Mr. Bennett never 
understood or believed them anyway. 

For the purposes of practical 
politics, which Mr. Bennett does un- 
derstand, something much simpler is 
required. The only important policy 
laid down at Vancouver, therefore, 
is a drastic reduction in federal in- 
come tax—hardly a new idea. 

The irony of such a proposal, 
coming from the Bennett Govern- 
ment, seems to escape that Govern- 
ment's attention. (A sense of irony 
was never its strong point.) It will 
not escape most of the voters. They 
know that the Bennett Government, 
denouncing Ottawa's high taxes, is 
itself collecting the highest taxes in 
the nation. 

Assuming that taxes should be re- 
duced at this point, surely the unfair 
tax should be the first target. The 
Federal income tax is high but it is 
fair, as only an income tax can be

That was the meaning of the desper 
ate Soviet effort-to keep Matyas Rakosi 
in power. That was the meaning, too, 
of the effort to promote Rakosite stooge 
Erno Gero, which was made by the Hun- 
garian specialists in the Soviet Presidium, 
Anastas Mikoyan and Mikhail Suslov, 
when Rakosi’s fall became inevitable. 

That was the meaning, finally, of the 
wild effort by these same men to get a 
government in which Erno Gero had at 
least a little remaining leverage, when 
Hungarian popular feeling forced the 
choice of Imre Nagy as Prime Minister. 

It is important to recall] these episodes 
of past history because they. prove that 
Soviet judgment, like other brands of gov- 
ernmental judgment, can be extremely 
fallible 

It can be safd on highest authority 
that the-Soviet leaders told Marshal Tito, 
during his visit to Yalta, that they were 
strongly opposed to the kind of thing 
that has:now happened in Hungary. It 
can be said, further, that in Hungary the 
Soviets would have accepted, ‘reluctantly 
but on the whole resignedly, the, kind of 
thing that has happened in Poland. 

But this.was not what happened in 
Hungary. Instead, partly because of the 
| Soviet delaying taeties and partly because 


there was no Hungarian Gomulka, there 
was an explosion at Budapest. 

The record shows that the Soviet 
stooge, Erno Gero, who was reportedly— 
and deservedly—-murdered thereafter, 
actually provoked the explosion on his 
own initiative. He wanted Russia's mili- 
tary intervention as the only way to save 
his own skin, 

The result was the hideous Hungary 
tragedy—so far in three acts. On this 
tragedy the curtain has not yet fallen 
as these words are written, What the 
end will be cannot be known now, al- 
though it should be known rather soon, 
What can be known already, is only the 
extreme ugliness of the choice facing the 
Soviet leadership, 


Alternatives 


In brief, if the Soviets are not pre- 
pared to abandon the Hungarians abse- 
lutely to their own devices—and this is 
why they have shed so much blood in 
Budapest—they have only two other al- 
ternatives, One alternative is to attempt 
a synthetic Hungarian imitation of the 
Gomulka government in Poland.- The 
other is to rule Hungary by naked force 
of Russian arms for an indefinite period. 

In Hungarian terms, the first of these 
alternatives is fantastically difficult and 
risky. 

The second is not locally difficult or 
risky, but it hag its own built-in penal- 
ties. It means the weakening and prob-,~ 
ably the end of the new relationship wit 
Marshal Tito, It means the weakening 
and probably the end of Soviet influence 
in the Western Communist parties. 

It demands the military repression of 
the independent Polish Communist 
regime, with all the familiar hair-raising 
risks which this may entail, And in the 
long run, it also de 
mands the restoration 
of what may be called 
neo-Stalinism in the 
Soviet Union proper. 

At the moment, the 
Soviet leadership 
seems to be inclining 
towards the second al- 
ternative. The pres- 
sure campaign,  de- 
signed to subvert Po- 

Stewart land’s newly-won inde- 
pendence, began in full force some days 
ago, The question about this alternative 
‘is not really what the United Nations 
may say about it, but what the Russjan 
people may say about the return of 
Stalinism, Their answer will be awaited 
with fear in the Kremlin.

LACROSSE BODY SEEKS

Old Man Winter may have been trying to lull us into a 
sense of false security with the display of sunshine he put on 
Tuesday, but the ruthless old gent is undoubtedly planning to 
dish up a good number of rugged days before this deer-hunting 
season passes into memory 

And with the rough weather of late November that brings 
shorter hours of daylight and poorer visibility, always comes 
an increased danger of getting lost in the woods 

The danger of getting lost is a constant companion of those 
who follow the game trails.. Every year we hear of searGh 
parties being organized to look for hunters who have failed to 
return from a trip, and often we ijearn that some of those 
searches could have been avoided had the hunters concerned 
taken proper precautions before starting out 

Actually, there should be no shame attached to being lost 
It has happened to some of the finest woodsmen. The shame 
should be reserved for those who go into the bush without being 
prepared 

Althedgh the responsibility of coming out of the woods 
safely rests squarely on the shoulders of the individual who 
goes in, he is not the only one to suffer if he doesn't return 
on schedule. Survival is not always a personal. thing. It can 
invoive many people and organizations, sometimes whole com 
munities. 


Search Starts on Small Scale 


When a man fails to return from a hunting trip 
attempts are usually started on a small scale by his hunting 
companions and friends. If they are unsuccessful, the search 
soon grows into a full-scale operation, involving game war 
dens, police, outdoor organizations and volunteers 

Among the groups usually assisting searches in this area 
are the South Vancouver Island Rangers, who have trained 
their numbers in locating lost hunters. But the rangers must 
be numbered with the volunteers who willingly join in a battle 
of a man most have never seen, taking time 

lar. jobs and exposing themselves to many 
have trapped the hunter. And be 
leave families who now worry about the safety of 
others worry about the man they seek 

Thus, syrvival is not a personal affair. Police and game 
department procedures interrupted, money spent 
organizing a search, and mahy dollars are trimmed from pay 
cheques of the volunteers 

None of the searchers mind the hardships if their efforts 
help in the rescue of an injured man or a hunter trapped in the 
bush through no fault of his own. Few are pleased if it is 
learned that the man became lost throughg carelessness 

There is a vast difference between having to spend a night 
in the woods and being It always possible that by 
following an animal late in the evening or through a bit of con 
fusion, a man may not be able to get back to his car before 
dark. Yet there is seldom an excuse for becoming hopelessly

you sideways, When you trip 
over a rug, you fling out your 
arms and shift weight without 
even stopping to think. All this 
is balancing. You could not do 
it as a baby. You learned to 
balance as you learned to walk. 


The job of balancing is done 
by the ears, but not by those 
two pink shells on: either side * 
of your head. They are merely 
the outer ears. They cannot 
even hear. Their job is to 
catch and concentrate sound 
waves into the hearing part of 
the ear inside the head. They 
have nothing whatever to do 
with helping you to balance. 


This is done in the delicate 
inner ear which is buried. deep 
inside the bony skull. The bal- 
ancing organ is a complicated 
arrangement of caves and tun- 
nels. The .main chamber is 
called the vestibule. Balancing 
is done by this vestibule with 
the help of three little tunnels, 
Each leaves the vestibule and 
returns to -it-after having made 
a half circle. Hence they are 
called the semicircular canals 
of the inner ear. 

The vestibule and the semt- 
circular canals are partly filled 
with watery liquid. All the walls 
are. lined... with, very sensitive 
nerve endings. These nerves can 
tell wet from dry in a jiffy 
Being nerves, they act like tele 
phone wires. They flash anv 
unusual information to the pro- 
per switchboard in the brain 

This important news concerns 
the level of the liquid in the 
canals. This liquid tips around 
as you move your head. Its sur 
face, Ike the surface of all 
liquids, tries to stay level with 
the surface of the ground. As 
your head tips, the liquid in the 
inner ear rises up along certain 
walls and drops down along 
lothers, The sensitive nerve end- 
jings register this information 
before you know about it 

Sometimes this news rates top 
priority in the brain. For one 
of its chief jobs is to protect 
your body from harm. Some 
times there Is no time to think 
before taking action. A serious 
loss of balance is one of those 
times. Then the brain flashes 
out emergency messages. Mus- 
cles move and the weight often 
gets shifted in time to save you 
from a tumble 

THe semicircular canals are 
placed to keep a check on what 
happens in all directions. Some 
of the sensitive nerves report 
when you are falling forward, 
some when you are falling back» 
wards. Still others report when 
you tip to one side or the other. 
The brain knows exactly what 
to do about these messages, in 
a jiffy. Even if the weight is 
not shifted to prevent a fall you 
are saved from some of the 
damage.

Old Man Winter may have been trying to lull us into a 
sense of false security with the display of sunshine he put on 
Tuesday, but the ruthless old gent is undoubtedly planning to 
dish up a good number of rugged days before this deer-hunting 
season passes into memory 

And with the rough weather of late November that brings 
shorter hours of daylight and poorer visibility, always comes 
an increased danger of getting lost in the woods. 

The danger of getting lost is a constant companion of those 
who follow the game trails. Every year We hear of search 
parties being organized to look for hunters who have failed to 
return from a trip, and often we learn that some of those 
searches could have been avoided had the hunters concerned 
taken proper precautions before starting out 

Actually, there should be no shame attached to being lost. 
It has happened to some of the finest woodsmen. The shame 
should be reserved for those who go into the bush without being 
prepared 

Although the responsibility of coming out of the woods 
safely rests squarely on the shoulders of the individual who 
goes in, he is not the only one to suffer if he doesn’t return 
on schedule. Survival is not always a personal thing. It can 
involve many people and organizations, sometimes whole com 
munities. 


Search Starts on Small Scale 


When a man fails to return from a hunting trip, rescue 
attempts are usually started on a small scale by his hunting 
companions and friends. If they are unsuccessful, the search 
soon grows into a full-scale operation, involving game war- 
dens, police, outdoor organizations and volunteers. 

Among the groups usually assisting searches in this area 
are the South Vancouver Island Rangers, who have trained 
their numbers in locating lost hunters. But the rangers must 
be numbered with the volunteers who willingly join in a battle 
to save the life of a man most have never seen, taking time 
off from their regular jobs and exposing themselves to many 
of the dangers which may have trapped the hunter. And be 
hind they leave farrilies who now worry about the safety of 
the rescuers as others worry about the man they seek 

Thus, survival is not a personal affair. Police and game 
department ‘procedures are interrupted, money is spent on 
organizing a search, and many dollars are trimmed from pay 
cheques of the volunteers 

None of the. searchers mind the hardships if their efforts 
heip in the rescue of an injured man or a hunter trapped in the 
bifsh through no fault of his own. Few dre pleased if it is 
learned that the man became lost through carelessness 

There is a vast difference between having to spend a night 
in the woods and being lost. It is always possible that by 
following an anima! late in the evenirg or through a bit of con 
fusion, a man may not be able to get back to his car before 
dark. Yet there is seldom an excuse for becoming hopelessly 
lost, 


Three Basic Survival Items 


Reams have been written on how to trave! safely in the 
woods. Wise hunters already know what precautions to take 
The foolish ones—the ones who say, “It can't happen to me” 
will learn only after they have experienced the panic that can 
strike the unprepared 

The wise hunter will always carry the three basic survival 
items—miatches in a waterproof container, a sturdy knife and a 
good compass. And he'll keep a cool head in am emergency 
for panic can rob a man._of enes®y and thinking ability and 
increase his chances of injury 

He'll make mental notes of his route while he hunts and 
know what general direction to travel on his return. If he 
should have to spend a night in the woods, he will try to select 
a sheltered place with a readily-available supply of firewood 
before darkness sets in 

@ matches will start the necessary fire; the knife will 
provide firewood and have many other uses; the compass is 
the one saicty toel that can be counted on to lead him out of 
the woods in the morning with a minimum of effort 

If unable to travel further, or actually lost, he'll keep the 
fire going to help direct searchers and stay where he is, know 
ing that with a fire he can survive several days without food 
He knows that help will eventually reach him, provided he 
remains in condition to help his rescuers, and that his exper 
ence wii] soon became or a memory
